Here is a true photograph of the life 
and heart that turns sin into crim- 
inality.. Here he brings sin to its 
fruition, to its awful harvest. .Here 
is the progress of sin, step by step 
from the kindergarten till he goes out 
into the world with the sheepskin of 
hell and the deftness of the fiends of 
the pit to curse and blight and at last 
go willingly into eternity mocked by 
his own life and plerced withy the 
agonies of remorse. 
“But few, tf any, criminals ever 
started out to be convicts, they have 
graudally come to this desperate 
state.’ There is a logic in a life of 
crime. There is a progress in the 
journey from the cradle of innocency 
to black habitation of guilt. 
There are conditions and forces and 
persons. that help to complete the 
desperate work of making a criminal 
out of the boy of your home or your 
street or your school or your’ city. 
The men that are convicts today in 
tens*of thousands of cases were in- 
nocent youths fifteen to twenty years 
ago. They have stolen, robbed 
cheated, burned, kidnaped, raped, as- 
Qsaulted, waylaid, murdered. They 
have done it in our own city. 
“Why this awful series of crimes, 
murders, incest, rape, assault on in- 
nocent women and girls, shootings 
and a hundred more of like character? 
Why must our fair city, our delight- 
ful, rose-crowned, sun-kissed, heaven- 
blest Southern California be cursed 
with these heart-rending soul- 
harrowing crimes? Our daughters 
and our wives are not safe. ” 
“There are many contributing 
factors that enter to a life of crime. 
There are those who tell us that 
crime is the result of physical weak- 
nesses. There are those who put much 
emphasis on hereditary tendencies ac- 
sounting for the crimes of men: There 
is undoubtedly truth here, but that 
theory has been overworked, too. > 
“There is far more in the evil ef- 
fects of bad example. More youths 
are ruined after they are: born than 
by all prenatal influences combined. 
A thousand traps are set for the feet 
of our boys and girls on the street, 
in our schools and even in some 
homes. Thieving is the outgrowth of 
evil example. One stealing boy will 
teach a bevy of boys to steal. Crime 
has a false halo of heroism about it. 
Boys are led into it by the deceptive 
arts of older criminals. , 
“Another factor in the making of 
criminals in the greed of men and 
an inordinate desire to get money. 
Any way so you get it. The devilish 
example of those higher up has set 
the pace for thousands of our youth 
who are today the convicts of our 
prisons. Society is helping more 
boys into the chain Bangs, the jails 
and prisons than we imagine. Gam- 
bling on the card tables of professing 
Christians, drinking in social func- 
tions and other practices of those in 
higher stations of life are all send- 
ing their quota to the prisonérs’ 
boxes of our courts.”

This is the 
Second Death” (Revelation xx, 14.) 

In the symbolic language of Reve- 
lation, Messiah’s- reign is described as 
a glorious opportunity for all man- 
kind to come back into harmony with 
the Almighty and to attain everlast- 
ing life through the great Mediatorial4 
Kingdom.

The context further describes that 
period, in which all mankind shall 
be brought to a knowledge of the 
Truth, when all will “stand before the 
great White Throne.” Messiah's Jude- 


'ment Throne, to be tried,.to be tested, 


to be proven whether they will d@c- 
cept or refuse the perfection and eter- 


hal life which divine mercy will then 
make possible for them. During that 
thousand years of Messiah's reign, as 
we have seen, death will be gtadually 
swallowed up in victory. And as the 
prisoners of the tomb are gradually 
released, the grave will be destroyed, 
will be no more 

WICKED RETURNED TO SHEOL. 

In the New Testament, as“we have 
seen, hades stands for the grave or 
state of death, which results from 
Adam's transgression; while Gehenna 
the Second Death, which 
will come only upon those who shall 
first have been delivered from the 
Adamic sentence, or shail have had 
at least a full opportunity for deliv- 
erance and who will manifest their 
love for sin more than for righteous- 
ness and who, therefore, will be sen- 
tenced to the Second Death. 

But in the Old Testament there is 
no distinctive word used to represent 
the Second Death—the extinction 
which will be the penalty of personal, 
wilful transgression. To meet the 
difficulty the word sheol is used a sec- 
ond time. For instance, we read of 
some who will be wilfully wicked af- 
ter enjoying a knowledge of the 
truth—not merely inheritors of im- 
perfection and weaknesses which they 
have not overcome, but intelligently 
witful sinners—‘“‘The wicked shall be 
returned to sheol together with all 
people who forget God” (Psalm ix, 
17.) In our Common Version the pre- 
fix re is improperly omitted. 

The “wicked” are only those who 
sin against light, knowledge and op- 
portunity, and only those can be said 
to forget d who have once known 
Him—who have been brought to a 
knowledge of the truth and turned 
from it. , Truly, my hearers, the resur- 
rection hope is the-great theme of 
the Bible .

MILITANTISM AND 
WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


BY LILLIAN COLLINS. 

The new doctrine of militantism is. 
eagerly absorbed by the real suffragist; in 
fact, has already become the new chart by 
which she directs her course. This state-. 


ment may be/objected to by many whe are 


working for the “cause,” yet do not feel 
they possess the aggressive qualities which 
are included in the term “militant.” But 
such women are not genuine suffragiste; 
they are merely rooters for the game. They 


than the sweet young college girl, shrieking 
herself into chronic throat trouble over a 
game .of football, is a part of the team 
whose colors she hapens for the mo 
ment to be wearing. To be sure, the 
game fs interesting and exciting for the 
rooters as well as the participants, but of 
course is not equally vital to both. 

In every movement there has to be a 
certain amount of noise; a throaty demon- 
stration which is designed to convince the 
onlooker that there is vitality in the move- 
ment. To some minds noise is synonymous 
with public opinion. Thus many peéeople— 
some of whom would not recognize an orig- 
inal idea if they met it face to face—imme- 
diately fall into line in the van of what 
they conceive to be a progressive move- 
ment. These are -the- kind of people who 
always shout “Yes,” or No,” when called 
upon to voté on questions of policy; Of 
course the tone of voice does not increase 
the number of voters, but it adds to the 
noise; and thus is public opinion molded. 


I am convinced that much self-deception 
exists in the agitation for woman sv 
Many women who now believe, or think they 
believe, that .the struggle forthe ballot is 
the supreme issue, are self-deluded ‘as to 
the real purpose which the movement 
serves. in their owh economic existence 
They are perfectly sincere in their belief 
that they dre leaders in a great cause, de 


to her sex; while in truth what the move- 
ment really does mean to them is merely 
the joy of battle, the charm of novelty, the 
excitement of the chase. Should their ef- 
forts to secure the enfranchisement of 
women prove successful, when the new 
game of politics’ shall have taken on the 
commonplace features of the usual, these 
same women will be found chasing fresher 
quarries, giving rein to their combative na- 
tures in newer fields of action. 

Many of the clearer-sighted leaders-de- 
plore this tendency toward militantism; 
but in this especial field militantism is es- 
sential. It has to be; the movement can- 
not succeed without it—though indeed it 
would better not succeed than succeed be- 
cause of it. It is shortsighted policy that 
teaches women to deliberately cultivate the 
more aggressive characteristics, when their 
real tower of strength lies in that elusive, 
Magnetic quality of attraction that draws 
to them all desirable things in proportion 
to their Jovableness. 


Beyond question the campaign for woman 
suffrage is a militant campaign. The de- 
sire of the few to experiment with the bal- 
lot can be gained only through the sacrifice 
of the many who do not look upon the mat- 
ter of voting-as a duty, and prefer the priv- 
lleges which they now enjoy to those which 
may be purchased through the very doubtful 
medium of political subterfuge and partisan 
methods. That the conservative mass of 
womankind is not offering itself a willing 
sacrifice complicates the. situation. The ar- 
gzuments of the opposition cannot be an- 
swered by calm logic; hence they must be 
noisily derided. The protest issues. from 
that element of society which conserves the 
race from the consequences of the impul- 
sive acts of those more inmpetrous. ones 
whose natures are forever impelling them 
to seek out new and unt paths of life;

Yet, that very teacher 
with her so-called quatifications and 
A No. 1 recommendation violated the 
rules and regulations of the Board of 
Education. I will admit there are 
children who ought to be in a reform 
schoo! instead of a public school, but 
the pu to fall on 
petit offense, ause a teacher lost 
control of her temper. You can see 
now, why the board sees it necessary 
to abolish that law. I hope they will 
deal with the Inglewood case with 
good force. I wish I could help them.

All tourists are warned that 
it is unlawful to remove from the 
Dominion any Maori antiquity with- 
out first obtaining permission in writ- 
ing from the Minister of Internal 
Affairs, and before @mch permission is 
granted it is neces@ary\that such arti- 
cles be offered for sale\Nio the govern- 
ment for the benefit of Ahe Dominion.

He canceled his traveling eTigage- 
ments,’ remained here and organized 
the Lark EHen Home. At first only a 
reading-room was secures.* Soon, 
however, the need became apparent 
of a place to sleep and a few rooms 
were rented. Later a house was 
bought and the home took on more 
permanent shape. As one house be- 
came crowded, new quarters were se- 
cured, the home having found it nec- 
essary to make no less than six 
changes since its organization. Re- 


purchased a tract of fifteen acres of 
land on the Eagle Rock Valley car 
line, just outside the city limits, where 
it is hoped a permanent home can 


be built. 

The object of the institution is to 
take homeless boys off the street and 
away from degrading influences; to. 
provide a home for them where they 
can get board and room for a nom- 
inal cost, together with motherly care 
and attention. Fathers or mothers 
who, on account of illness, can provide 
no home for their children, can leave 
them there until better times'come. 

The home, in charge of Miss An- 
derson and Mrs. Davis, is made very 
agreeable to all the youngsters. The 
boys are allowed all the privileges of 
their own homes, but are kept away 
from all bad influences. They have all | 
the advantages of education and the 
privilege of 
profession. Boys under 14 are sent to 
school, while those between 14 and 18 
are encouraged to go to High School 
or to learn a trade. If he is earning 
money he pays a part of it for his up- 
keep; if he is going to school, he earns 
his living by raising a garden or chick- 
ens; if he is sick or in trouble the 
home helps him out. 

This work, however, is stated to be 
only a small part of what can be done 
if4the home receives greater support. 
gre home is trying to keep pace with 

he city’s growth and help is needed. 
The tract of fifteen acres, which is to 
be the new home of the institution, 
has a mortgage indebtedness of $8000. 
The old house on the premises, which 
is now serving as a home for a large 
number of boys, must be remodeled 
and new buildings erected. “ther im- 
provements are called for, including 
the establishment of a chicken ranch 
and the grading of roads. The boys 
also intend raising a big garden of 
‘poinsettias, one firm in this city hav- 


In time when the home gets adequate 
quarters if is expected to be self-sup- 
porting. But now funds are needed.

Two others 
lay motionless and the third was 
writhing about uttering wild cries. The 
launch could only get within about 
thirty feet of the beach. Then one 
‘Chinaman was heard to call “Police, 
bring police! 
The launch party questioned 
Chinaman, but could only gather that 
he and his countrymen had been 
‘wrecked on the island or marooned 
ere, and had neither water nor food. 

le party gave the unfortunates what 
water and provisions were aboard the 


launch and then came. back to San. 


‘Diego to get assistance. 

The presence of: Chinamen on 
one of the barren uninhabited Coron- 
ado Islands, which belong to Mexico, 


. is naturally explained on the theory 


that they Were being smuggled to the 
United States, presumably from En- 
senada. Whether the craft that was 
conveying them was wrecked or 
whether being hard pressed its skip- 
per unloaded them on the islands, is 
not known.

by a Federal Court. 


Phone Company is Assured a 
Fair Return.

LOUISVILLE (Ky.) <April 2.—An 
opinion ‘of great moment to pubiic 
‘service corporat’ons In general, and to 
telephone companies in particular, wes 
‘that handed down this week in the 
Federal Court, Western District of 
Ky., by Judge Walter Evans, sitting in 
Louisville, whereby a permanent in- - 
junction is granted to the Cumberland | 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
restraining the city of Louisville from 
enforcing telephone rates fixed in an 


ordinance passed March 6, 1999. Judge 
Evans held the naaimum rate ordi- 
nance confiscatory. 

The company had sought redress 
from the Federaj Courts, in its ®ffort 
to stop the city from an_ arbitrary 
cutting of rates. The case Was hoard 
hy a special master, Henry | urtiett, 
who found itn favor of thes« atv, and 
the counsel for the company sought 
review of the master’s findings, before 
Judge Evans. The court's: opinion 
covered forty typewritten pages, and 
was an exhaustive discussion of the 
question at issue, which probably will 
be the basis for many findings in fu- 
ture litigation. 

Judge Evans entered into consider- 
ation of the property values at stake, 
and took up the factor of depreciation 
as an annual offset to’ some part ° 
the revenues earned. The court’ 


With the principle that the legisiative 


department of a city or State may com- 


}pel a corporation to charge only rates 


that are reasonable, but added that 
neither city nor State may fix these 
rates so low as not to -permit: @ fair 
return on the value of the property 
which at that time is -eing used for 
the public in the' operation of the com- 
pany’s business within the jurisdiction 
of aforesaid city or State.

WHAT THE JUDGE SAID. 


“In other words, when the company 
at its own rates, and after setting 
aside a sufficient sum annually, in the 
language of the Supreme Court, for

they —, to the end of their life,” does 
not earn per cent., but only § 10-17 
per cent. ‘dn the fair value of its 
property used by the people, then, if 
notwithstanding that state of fact, the 
rates are lowered 39 per cent. by legia- 
lat ve action, (that having been shown 
to be the decrease in maximum rates 
proposed by the Louisville ordinance.) 
such reduction under such circum- 
stances is necessarily confiscatory to 
its fullest extent.” 

It was agreed by both parties to the 
suit that a fair allowance for annual 
deprec ation should be 7 per cent. The 
court cites the figures of earnings suh- 
mitted by the company’s officials, 
under oath, and finds that “they do nor 
show a very narrow line of division 
between possible confiscation and proper 
regulation, again quoting the 
Court

BY LEGISLATIVE AUTHORITY. ° 

“If the rates charged by the com- 
pany are too high In cther localities. 
they may. and probably will, he regu- 
lated and lowered by legislative aw- 
thority there. There.is no practicable 
way for co-operation as to rates be- 
tween legislative bodies in different 
States. . Very much the larger propor- 
tion of the earnings of the company 
are intra-State, and can only be regu- 
lated by those ‘authorities which have 
jurisdiction in the locality where the 
earnings are realized.”

Mayor Thum will go into office in 
the most favorable circumstances. He 
begin with a united people. He 
has announced that his administration 
will be one of harmony. He will have 
harmony at the very outset; harmony 
which has been brought about through 
‘most strenuous efforts on part of 
Mayor Farley, his official household, 
the Board of Trade, and other civic 
organizations. Mayor Thum will not 
be compelled to bring about harmony, 
but he will be confronted with the 
arduous duty of maintaining harmony. 


Four years ago Thomas Earley be- 


came Mayor.of- Pasadena, after a 
spirited campaign, which split the citi- 
zens into two factions. He was elected 
on a platform pledged to secure muni- 
gter for the city. During his 
first term of‘office, he submitted a 
proposition to the voters and failed;

WILL KICK BACK. 

One of the last. acts of the old 
Council, at its last meeting this morn- 
ing will be to pass, on second read- 
ing, an ordinance regulating the rates 
which water companies, within the 
city, can charge consumers. The law 
is made to completely cover the en- 
tire situation regardiess of the fact 
whether the companies are, what is 
designated, community companies or 
not.

That company has al- 
ways charged more for water than 
‘the other companies. 

THROUGH CAR LINE. 

The Pacific Electric Company has 
announced that, beginning with the 
regular summer service, through cars 
will be run from Pasadena to Santa 
Monica and Long Beach. This will 
be for the accommodation of through 
passengers who desire to visit the 
beaches during the summer time 
when the through travel is heavy. The 
proposition was brought up some time 
ago at a meeting between the Boards 
of Trade of Pasadena and Santa Mon- 
ica when the latter city agreed to help 
the former get the through cars if the 
former would help the latter get the 
big Arroyo Seco bridge.
